For 
a few minutes the German stood up 
and the ships. fought broadside to 
broadside, the Bristol using her two 
six-inchers and the five four-inchers 
on her broadside against 
ruhe’s five-point four ones. After a 
few minutes, however, the Karlsruhe 
turned and ran. The Bristol chased 
her, firing her forward six-inchers. 

“It was difficult to make anything 
like an accurate shot. It was pitch 
dark and the sea was heavy. Not 
one of the German shells landed any- 
where near the Bristol, but our chaps 
think they got some shots aboard the 
Ka uhe. * However, in long range 
fighting under these conditions it is 
pretty difficult to do much and the 
Karisruhe’s speed saved her again.

EXECUTION OF LIEBKNECHT 
REPORTED FROM BERLIN. 


ONDON, Aug. 14.—The Daily Cit- 

izen, organ of the labor party, 

says it has learned from reliable 
authority that Dr. Karl Liebknecht, 
the German Socialist leader, has been 
shot for refusing military service. 

The Daily Citizen says that the 
story was brought to London by a 
German refugee, who reported that 
Berlin, owing to the shortage of food, 
was in a virtual state of revolution. 

Dr. Liebknecht was an officer of the 
reserves and when he was called up 
for Service, he refused to respond on 
conscientious grounds, whereupon, ac- 
cording to the story, a detachment of 
soldiers was sent to his residence. He 
was taken to the military barracks 
and court-martialed. After a short 
trial he was convicted and shot by a 
platoon of infantrymen. 

It ts also reported that Rosa 
Luxembure, the noted Socialist writ- 
er who declared soldiers were mal- 
treated in the army, has been shot.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT GIVES 
MENACE AGAINST FRANCE 
AS THE CAUSE. 


(BY. ATLANTIC CABLE AND A 
LONDON, Aug. 13.—IJt 1s officially 
announced that a state of war has 
existed between Great Britain and 
Austria-Hungary since midnight. 

The British foreign office later is- 
sued the following statement:

France, Austria-Hungary has inter- 
fered in the conflic by declaring war 
on Russia, who already was fighting 
on the side of France.

Flying the American S and the 
pennant of the Panama-Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition, the freighter Ne- 
braskan of the American-Hawalian

New Method of Telegraphy FPiays 
Important Part in European War. 
When All Ite Phases Are Brought 
to Bear It Stands Unchalienged and 
Ready for Service. 


“You can cut the cables, but you 
can't cut wireless telegraphy,” said 
Addison A. Ashburn, one of the di- 


lees Company, at the Alexandria yes- 
terday in discussing the important 
part which wireless is taking in the 


“What is true of cables is natural- 
ly true of land telegraph lines. The 
only destruction that can come to 
wireless is at the stations themselves, 
and these are usually in fortified 
places on the continent, so that there 
is little danger of their being placed 
out of commission in a hurry. The 
wires of the old-fashioned telegraph 
system are open to attack in any 
part of the country and can never 
be given adequate protection to in- 
sure their usefulness at the time most 


necessary. 
“With the adoption of movable 
wireless outfits their use on airships 
and on battleships, the directing war 
genius of any nation and his aides 
can always be kept in close touch 
with what is going on in nearly any 
part of Europe and even in lands 
farther distant. Much of the success 
of battles in the present great con- 
flict will come through the use of 
the wireless systems, which are far 
more rapid than even automobile or 
motorcycle couriers in case of a sin- 
gle battle, where the telegraph may 
be used to keep in touch with the en- 
tire battle line. 
“The present war will place ‘this 
method of communication on the 
basis that it deserves to be, bringing 
it more generally to the attention of 
the world and proving out by 


most severe tests possible. Much of 
the intercommunication between 
America and Europe at this time is 
through wireless and ag soon as cen- 
sorship will allow the use will be in- 
creased, particularly in the case of 
Germany, which at this time is prac- 
tically isolated from the remainder of 
the world on account of disconnected 
cables and telegraph, and depends on 
the wireless. It is probable that the 
United States will allow the use of 
this system soon, removing the em- 
bargo on at least one or two stations, 
where news matter at least will be 
allowed to pass, although nothing 
pertaining to actual violation of neu- 
trality will be permitted.”
